Because the State Legislature, im- 
patient with labor excesses during a 
period of national emergency, has 
refused to bend the knee to labor 
bosses at the current session—and 
has taken steps to safeguard the 
rites of the people rather than 
just those who wear union buttons 
—it appears that the lawmakers 
are now being threatened with all 
manner of reprisals. 

Many individual legislators who 
have had the courage and simple 
patriotism to support anti-sabotage 
legislation and bills to outlaw the 
secondary boycott have received 
threats from so-called labor lead- 
ers and radical agitators. In some | 
instances, attempts to jintimidate 
and coerce legislators have been so 
flagrant that criminal prosecutions 
would not be out of order. 

And now a blanket system of re- 
prisals, aimed at virtually the en- 
tire State Senate, is being open- 
ly advocated by the California State 
Federation of Labor through its sec- 
retary, Edward D. Vandeleur. 

Mr. Vandeleur has announced 
that the AFL in California will! 
move to do one of two things: 

‘Reapportion the Senate accoren a 
to. population, thereby vesting con- 
trol in the cities, where labor hopes 
to be able to dominate the election 
of its members, or; 

Establish a Unicameral (one- 
house) Legislature, abolishing the 
Senate entirely and placing rural | 
California at the mercy of the great 
centers of population. 

“Representation in the Senate to- 
day,” says Mr. Vandeleur, “is high- 
ly undemocratic and lends itself to 
undue influence by special privi- 
lege.”
